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US congressional panel passes Venezuela 
sanctions bill 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A US congressional panel passed 
a bill yesterday that would impose sanctions on those re¬ 
sponsible tor human rights abuses against anti-govern¬ 
ment protesters in Venezuela, 

The House Foreign Affairs Committee approved the 
“Venezuelan Human Rights and Democracy Protection 
Act," clearing a first legislative hurdle. 

The vote was met with applause from dozens of people 
who traveler! to Washington from several US cities to pres¬ 
sure lawmakers, the White House and the Organization of 
American States to take action against the crackdown on 
protesters in the crisis-hit South American country 

At least 41 people have died and hundreds of others have 
been injured since students and oilier opponents of Pres¬ 
ident Nicolas MadureVs socialist government took to the 
streets there in February to protest rampant crime, runa¬ 
way inflation and shortages of basic goods. 

Committee Chairman Ed Royce, a Republican, was 
optimistic about the bill's prospects of passage by the full 
House. 

BiU sponsor lie ana Ros-Lehtinen, also a Republican, 
said th e measure “sends a strong message to Maduro that 
the United States Congress is well aware of the ongoing 
abuses perpetrated by his regime, and that they will not go 
unpunished.” 

The bill is aimed at those responsible tor politically mo¬ 
tivated arrests and human rights abuses against activists, as 
well as lor efforts to censor information about the at times 
violent demonstrations. 

Those targeted would be subject to the freezing of 
American accounts and properties, become ineligible for 



US visas or have their current visas revoked 


President Barack Obama’s administration argues that, for 
the moment, sanctions are not an appropriate response in light 
oi talks aimed at ending the unrest. 

The opposition-government talks have suffered stops and 
starts si nee they began, with some sessions postponed at the 
last minute. 

On Thursday Assistant Secretary of State Roberta Jacob¬ 
son told the Senate Foreign Relations Committee -- which is 
considering a similar measure — that imposition of sanctions 
would be counterproductive at this point. However she left 
open the possibility of sanctions should the dialogue falter. 

She spoke just hours after Venezuelan authorities demolished 
four protest camps and detained 243 youths in pre-dawn raids.

ORANJESTAD - In response to rumors 
circulating recently about the scams of the 
FDEC (Eundarioii Desaroyo Eduomvo 
Cotnmunitario) which provides extracur¬ 
ricular education for all ages in die aits, 
Minister of Tourism, Tmnspon\ Primary 
Sector and Culture, Otmar Oduber called a 
press conference to clear up certain rsssues. 

The minister sat with FDEC employees 
and teachers to officially notify diem via 
a written document of the present situa¬ 
tion. He reminded them tliat a foundation 
is bound by certain rules and regulations; 
FDEC is subject to the Subsidy Regula¬ 
tion, which lias not been adhered to with 
decisions taken internally diar are not in 
accordance widi die existing legal regula¬ 
tions. 

One instance used as an example is chat 
the legal position of the teachers are nor 
quite according to die rules* as well as die 
subsidy for other goals prescribed by law. 
For years the foundation did not liave a 
director, among other discrepancies. This 
situation resulted in the decision to termi¬ 
nate die subsidy as per August 1, 2014. The 
FDEC' board, employees and teacher’s were 
all notified in writing regarding this deci¬ 
sion. 

The government and actual board will 
form a committee winch must establish a 
new foundation, adapted according con¬ 
temporary criteria. The foundation needs 
to continue the line work performs for the 
community, but with a new direction and 
abiding by the rules for such a foundation. 

According to Minister Oduber, lie can¬ 
not continue with something chat for IS 
years was operating incorrectly "simply 
because it was not corrected.'' 

The committee must establish a new 
foundation in which the employees and 
teachers are still employed, according to 
die law. In August L the new foundation 
will receive a government subsidy in or¬ 
der to execute its required tasks, which ate 



similar to the former FDEC program. All 
employees and tea diets can chose to stay 
employed, bLit in accordance with the new 
conditions. 

Minister Oduber concluded by star¬ 
ing he wants to see more activities in the 
community and his wish is to involve rite 
Community Centers. This can generate 
additional funding which can be used for 
optimal functioning, Another goal is to 
attract more students eager to rake cours¬ 
es given by FDEC'. In the past the cours¬ 
es were for a full year, but now tliis will 
dianged. with programs reduced to only 
3 to 4 months. 


On November 26, 1997, Fundacion Dest¬ 
roy a Educatwo Comuttifaria (FDEC) was 
established by notarial deed, its Articles of 
Incorporation stipulate that the foundation]s 
purpose is to organize and carry out social, 
cultural, educational, and sports activities in 
the districts and to maintain or raise the level 
of educational development, FDECs goal is 
to try and fulfill its purpose and to realize 
its vision of being present in all districts by 
organizing activities that bring us closer to 
the people and at reasonable prices, as well as 
to educate our people in the fields of art and 
culture through educational courses, so that 
they can reach a high level of knowledge and 
creativity in the world of art.

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Obama unveils solar energy drive despite 
setbacks 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - President Barack 
Obama unveiled new solar energy plans yes¬ 
terday, hailing the measures as a vital job-cre¬ 
ating tool in the fight against climate change. 

Obama, wrapping up a three-dav fundrais¬ 
ing tour ot California, announced commit¬ 
ments to develop solar power and energy ef¬ 
ficiency by more than 300 private and public 
sector groups. 

“We know generating more clean energy 
using less dirty energy can be good for busi¬ 
ness and consumers," Obama said. "It’s also 
good for the world we leave for our child ten. ” 

Separate energy efficiency investments 
will lower utility bills for more than a bil¬ 
lion square feet (93 million square meters) of 
buildings, according to the White House. 

Obama also unveiled new executive actions 
set to provide for an extra $2 billion in en¬ 
ergy efficiency investments, improved build¬ 
ings and smarter appliances. 

The executive actions will cut carbon pol¬ 
lution by more than 3SO million metric tons 
— the equivalent of taking SO million cars 
oil the road for a year — provide $26 billion 
in energy savings for businesses and support 
training programs for 30,000 people to enter 
the solar industry workforce by 2020. 

About a qua iter of new power generation 
capacity was from solar energy last year, mak¬ 
ing it second only to natural gas. And the cost 
ot a solar energy system has dropped more 
than 50 percent timing the past three years. 


The White House said the United States 
has also increased its solar elecuicitv gener¬ 
ation by 10 times and tripled its electricity 
production from wind power since Obama 
first took office in 2009. 

But solar energy still only accounts tor a 
tiny portion or US electricity production 
— about 0.5 percent. About half comes from 
utility companies and the remainder from 
people who nave installed solar panels at thei r 
homes.

France opens probe into MH370 crash says judicial source 


PARIS (AEP) - Paris prosecutors have 
launched a judicial investigation for invol¬ 
untary homicide following die Malaysia Air¬ 
lines plane crash, a judicial source said ves- 
tetday. 

The probe was launched on Wednesday. 
Four French nationals were among the pas¬ 
sengers, including three students from the 
French school in Beijing, and the mother of 
two of the pupils. 


The aircraft disappeared on March & with 
239 people on board and an intense search 
for tl lie plane lias been scaled back after com¬ 
ing up with nothing despite an air and sea 
hunt over 4,64 million square kilometres of 
the southern Indian Ocean. 

The Malaysian government lias been 
roundly criticised tor the manner it respond¬ 
ed to the crash and the way it conducted 
search operations. 


Dutch Eurovision 
entry 24th in line-up, 
now among favourites 
to win

THE NETHERLANDS — The Dutch en¬ 
try for tliis year’s Eurovision Song Contest, 
a country number entitled Calm after the 
Storm, will be the third last to be performed 
in Saturday's final, 

The song, performed by The Common 
Linnets, is now being tipped as a potential 
winner by the bookies, alter first being de¬ 
rided in the Dutch media. In total 26 coun¬ 
tries are represented in the final. 

First given as a 250-to-I potential win¬ 
ner before the semi-finals, Calm before the 
Storm now generates odds of li-to-4, and 
is considered^a close second to the bookies' 
favourite Sweden. 

British newspaper Metro described the 
Dutch entry as perhaps die most simple ever 
seen at the Eurovision Song Contest’. It has 
just three choids and the first half of the song 
is shown in a single camera take,’ the paper 
points out. 

The Netherlands last won the Eurovision 
Song Contest in 1975 with the legend a ry 
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Mandela widow calls on Nigerian 
government to find girls 

JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - Nelson Mandela’s wid- 
ow Gtnoi Mach el has broken the customary mourn¬ 
ing period to call on the Nigerian government and 
international community to do more to find the 200- 
plus schoolgirls kidnapped by Boko Hamm. 

“The Nigerian government lias a responsibility to 
protect its citizens, and keep them safe,” she said, amid 
allegations that the authorities ignored a warning of 
the April 14 attack by the Islamist group. 

“If the world can mobilise all the means possible to 
search fora plane carrying 259 passengers, certainly 
it can also mobilise the means to find our girls. They 
deserve nothing less.” 

Machel, a noted activist in her own right, said she 
felt compelled to break the traditional Xnosa mourn¬ 
ing period, which for her was reduced from one year 
to six months, 

Mandela died in December at his home in Johannes¬ 
burg, aged 95. 

“I decided to break the restrictions of my mourning 
because silence is not an option. 1 know however, that 
Madiba will understand and approve,' she said. 

In an open letter. Machel said the grids' “plight has 
touched millions of hearts in Africa and beyond.” 

Addressing the parents of the girls, site said “1 am a 
parent and so 1 stand amongst you holding your hands, 
in pain and anguish; in sofTdarity.' 

Machel barely left her husband’s bedside in the final 
six months of his life. 

Since his death, the Mozambican human rights 
campaigner lias rarely been seen in public, 

Machel was Mandela’s thiid wife, and lie was her 
second presidential husband. 

She was the widow of Mozambican president Samo- 
ra Machel who died in a plane clash in 19S6, 

She was 27 years younger than Mandela when they 
married on his SGth birthday in 1998. 


Last Syria rebels quit Homs Old City, 
residents return to ruins 

HOMS (AFP - The last Syrian rebels left Homs’ Old City 
yesterday under an evacuation deal that bands tbe govern¬ 
ment a symbolic victory, as civilians began tricklingback in 
to find ne ighb ourlioods in nibble, 

Tbe pullout leaves tbe rebels confined to a single district 
on tbe outskirts ot tbe central city, once “tbe capital of tbe 
revolution” against President Busbar al-Assad. 

As troops moved in to clear out explosives, hundreds of 
civilians began returning to see wbat remained of tbeir 
homes in Hamidtyeh, a Christian district in tbe Old Town, 
which has been under nearly daily bombardment during a 
two-year siege. 

Many were shocked, wi th tears in their eves, -as tb ey 
climbed over debris to inspect tbe rums, said an AFP jour¬ 
nalist at tbe scene. Some 2,200 people were killed as near 
daily bombardment reduced the area to ruins, and people 
were reduced to surviving on littl e more than herbs. 


LJN sends envoy to Nigeria over 
kidnapped schoolgirls 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - United Nations Secretary 
General Ban Ki-moon is sending an envoy to Nigeria to 
offer assistance following the abduction of more than 200 
schoolgirls, the UN said Friday. 

A brief statement said "Ban had decided to dispatch Spe¬ 
cial Representative for West Africa, Said Diinnit, to Abuja 
to discuss ways of helping Nigerian authorities locate the 
kidnapped girls, 

“In his meetings with senior government officials, !.D 11 la— 
nit) will otter the help of the United Nations and discuss 
bow we can best suppoit the authorities' efforts to safely 
return the kidnapped girls to their families,” UN spokes¬ 
man Park an Haq said, 

Tbe mass abduction of girls by Boko Haram Islamists in 
northeastern Borno state has triggered an international out¬ 
cry. US, British and French experts have already arrived on 
the ground to help trace the schoolgirls, while around 10 
army search teams are scouring the region.

SANAA (AFP) - Suspect- 
ed Al- ^aeda militants 
attacked Yemen's presi¬ 
dential palace vesterday, 
killing five guards and 
triggering a fierce gun- 
fight as the jihadists hit 
back at an army offensive 
aimed at crushing them. 

P re si d ent Ab d rabu h 
Mansur Hadi was not at 
the palace in the capital 
w h en gu n m en att ac ked 
a checkpoint manned by 
guards outside the com¬ 
pound, a security source 
told AFP

Immunotherapy 
may work in many 
cancers: study 





WASHINGTON (AFP) - An 

experimental therapy that helps 
retrain a patient's own immune sys¬ 
tem to attack tumors may work in 
a wide range of common cancers, 
according to a preliminary US study 
Friday. 

Until now, the greatest successes 
tor a technique known as adoptive 
cell therapy (AC T) have been seen 
in melanoma, but researchers are 
curious to find out i f the approach 
could work in cancers of the diges¬ 
tive tract, lung, pancreas, breast or 
bladder. 

The journal Science published 
an article describing bow the tech¬ 
nique was able to shrink tumors m a 
4o-year-old woman with advanced 
cholangiocarcinoma, a form ot 
digestive tract cancer that had spread 
to Tier lungs and liver. 

The ad vance could mark a step 
forward in the fight against epithelial 
cancer, a group which makes up 80 
percent ot all cancers and 90 percent 
of cancer deaths in the United States, 

The process works by collecting 
t lie pattent's ow n i mmu ne cells, a 
kind called tumor-infiltrating lym¬ 
phocytes (TILs), selecting those with 


the b est anti-tumor activity and 
growing them in the lab tor re-ih- 
tusion into the patient. 

Atter the patient received her 
first injection of these TILs, her 
metastatic lung and liver tumors 
stabilized. 

About 13 months later, her disease 
began progressing again, so doctors 
re-treated ner, and she “experienced 
tumor regression that was ongoing 
as ot the last follow up (six months 
after the second T-cell infusion),'The 
study said. 

While lead researcher Steven 
Rosenberg, chief of the Surgery 
Branch in National Cancer Instituted 
Center for Cancer Research, cau¬ 
tioned that the research is at an early 
stage, he said it coll Id offer a “blue¬ 
print'' for oth er cancers. 

“The strategies reported here could 
be used to generate a T-cell adoptive 
cell therapy tor patients wi th com¬ 
mon cancers,’* said Rosenberg. 

Researchers hope that one day, 
a range of personalized immune 
therapies will replace chemotherapy 
as the main approach to attacking 
cancer. 
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Beats buy could 
broaden Apple’s reach 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - An 
Apple buy-out of hip headphone 
maker Beats El ectronics could 
expand the iPhone maker’s lucrative 
domain and play into plans for its 
next big thing, analysts said Friday. 

Apple’s repo rted mu 11i-bt i li on- J ol- 
lar acquisition ot Beats, seemingly 
confirmed by Beats founder Dr. Dre 
in a video clip posted to YouTube, 
could make Apple’s coveted gadgets 
more enticing and broaden its 
“eca-systenv tor selling music and 
other digital content. 

Apple and Beats both declined to 
comment on the reports of a $3.2 
billion take-over deal but rapper and 
business mogul Dre boasted in the 
dip ot becoming “the first billionaire 
from hip-hop,” 

App^e likely sees mobile audio as 
a growing opportunity and wants 
to not only Beats' music streaming 
service also to cash-m oh deliver¬ 
ing premium listening experiences 
from earphones or wireless speakers 
to in-car sound systems, according 
to analysts. 

The premium headphone market 
in the United States grew 20 per¬ 
cent last year while sales ot wireless 
speakers more than doubled, accord¬ 
ing to industry tracker NPD. 

Beats was reported to have claimed 
60 percent ot the billion-dollars 
spent on top-end earphones in the 
US last year. 

“The association with B eats allows 
Apple to extend their ecosystem.” 
NPD analyst Ben Arnold told AFP. 

Bringing Beats into the Apple 
fold would provide opportunities 
to weave iTunes Radio service into 
more devices, and even spread the 
App Store for mini-programs to 
other products, according to Arnold. 

“! could see a connection with 
Apple TV," Arnold said ot Beats

logy. 


“You pair the Apple TV with a 
wireless speaker or sound bar and 
that furth er but ids their presence in 
the living room.” 

Rumors have swirled tor years 
that ah innovatively overhauled 
Apple TV was being created at 
the Cupertino, Calitornia-based 
maker of iPhones, iPads. iPods, and 
Macintosh computers. 

Much speculation ot late has 
focLised on Apple getting into the 
wearable computing market, perhaps 
with an Internet-linked watch. 

To that end, headphones are argu¬ 
ably among the first wearable tech¬ 
nology gadgets. 

Still, some analysts considered the 
idea of Apple paying billions of dol¬ 
lars tor Beats a “neod-scratcher. 1 ’ 

Apple could license audio technol¬ 
ogy, or even turn to its own engi¬ 
neers to create their own for far less 
money, analysts contended. 

if the target was Beats stream¬ 
ing music service, said to have a 
relatively small number ot users, a 
broader audience could be gotten 
with a buy ot Spotjfy or Rhapsody. 

A possible explanation is that 
Arp le wants to buy its way into 
fashion with young Beats tans, given 
that Apple devotees tend to be older 
adults, according to independent 
Silicon Valley analyst Rob End erle. 

Such a take-over could also be 
a sign chat Apple is pushing back 
release of its keenly-anticipated next 
big tiling to “make it perfect ' and 
buying B^eats is a shot at giving the 
company new rhythm, the analyst 
said. 

Apple shares were down slight.y 
more that one percent to $531.91 on 
the rumor, evidently because “peo¬ 
ple are having a hard time wrapping 
their heads around" why the com¬ 
pany would write a big check for 
Beats, according to Enderie. 
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Geithner revisits US financial 
crisis in new book 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Former 
US Treasury Secret-ary Timothy 
Geithner says he regrets not push¬ 
ing for stronger financial safeguards 
ahead of the devastating 2008 crisis, 
according to reported excerpts ot his 
new book. 

’‘Before the crisis, I didn’t push for 
the Fed in Washington to strength¬ 
en the safeguards Ear banks, nor did 
I push for legislation in Congress to 
extend the safeguards to nonbaiiks,” 
he writes in “Stress Test: Reflections 
on Financial Crises.' 1 

Excerpts published online in the 
New York Times Magazine reveal 
his behind-the-scenes view ot the 
Wall Street meltdown that rocked 
the global economy. The book will 
be published Sunday 

Geithner, 52, said that he disa¬ 
greed with Larry Summers, Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama’s chief eco¬ 
nomic adviser, and other members 
of the administration who were 
pushing Obama for the nationali¬ 
zation of some embattled banks like 
Citigroup. 

,l lt you want to go in. you better 
be sure there are WMD’s (weapons 
of mass destruc1 1 on),'' Lee Sachs, an 
assistant secretary of the Treasury 
sai d d u ri n g a meet 1 n g wit h Ob a ma, 
Geithner recounted. 

He also confided that he and 
Summers initially had oppos ed the 
Volcker Ru le, which prohibits com¬ 
mercial banks from proprietary 
trading, writing that his support 
was “certainly political.” 

Geithner left his post as head of 
the Federal Reserve of New York 
to serve as Treasury secretary under 
Obama's hrst term (2009-2013). 


He recalled that be was reluctant 
to take the job On his third day 
in office he refused to make a brief 
statement in tandem with Obama 
criticizing Wall Street bonus pay, 
leaving Obama to do it. 

l T did not view Wall Street as a 
cabal of idiots or crooks,’ 1 he wrote. 
“My jobs mostly exposed me to tal¬ 
ented" senior bankers, and selection 
bias probably gave me an impres¬ 
sion that the US financial sector was 


more capable and ethical than it re¬ 


al! 


y was. 

“I feared that the tougher we talked 


about the bonuses, the more we 
would own them,” he wrote, “fue¬ 
ling unrealistic expectations about 
our ability to eradicate extravagance 
in the financial industry,''Geithner 
noted he is most frequently seen as a 
banker even though his entire career 
has been in public service. 

During his four years as Treas¬ 
ury secretary Geithner oversaw 
the controversial $700 billion tax¬ 
payer- funded Troubled Asset Relief 
Program to bail out Wall Street's 
biggest banks launched by the pre- 

idi 


vious George W Bush administra¬ 
tion. 

His tumultuous tenure included 
the fierce political battle m Wash¬ 
ington over the government bu d get 
ana the public debt crisis, which 
led to the loss o f the United States’s 
prestigious AAA credit rating from 
Standard St Poor's, 

Since leaving office in January 
2013, Geithner has become pres¬ 
ident of private-equity firm War¬ 
burg Pincus and spent the past year 
writing his book. 


European stocks, euro retreat 


LONDON (AFP) - European stock 
markets and the euro slid Friday on 
profit-taking as investors took th eir 
leads from company updates and 
economic data, while the crisis in 
Ukraine continued to cloud senti¬ 
ment. 

London's FTSE 100 lost 0.36 
percent to close at 6,314.57 points, 
while Germany’s DAX 30 slid 0.27 
percent to 9,581.45 points and the 
CAC 40 m Paris dropped 0.66 per¬ 
cent to 4,477.28 points. Madrid 
gave up 0.93 percent and Milan 
tumbled 1.6 percent, 

‘With Chinese inflation at an 
eighteen month low and with an¬ 
other risky weekend of Ukrainian 
referendums ahead, European mar¬ 
kets have been trading with a cau¬ 
tious tone," said analyst jasper Lawl¬ 
er at CMC Markets UK. 

European equities had risen on 
Thursday after European Central 
Bank president Mario Draghi hinted 
that policymakers were prepared to 
cut eurozone interest rates in June. 

Tiie same day, the euro hit a two- 
and-a-half-year peak near $1.40 af¬ 
ter the ECB held interest rates at a 
record tow for the seventh straight 
month, but then dived on hints ot 
more easing. 

ECB chief Draghi gave a strong 
suggestion that the bank could ease 
monetary conditions in the euro 
area next month, saying the “gov¬ 
erning council is commit able with 
acting next time”. 

In To reign exchange Friday the 
euro dropped to $1,3765 from 
$1.3840 late in New York on 
Thursday. 

The European single currency 
drifted down to 81.72 pence from 


81.73 pence on Thursday, while the 
British pound dropped to $1.6843 
from $1.6931. 

The price of gold climbed to 
$1,291,25 an ounce on the Lon¬ 
don Bullion Market from $1,287 on 
Thu rsd ay. 

Publicity giants Omnicom and 
Publicis called off a $35 billion 
merger that would have fashioned 
the world’s largest advertising house 
amid d i sagree m ent s ov er i lit eg r sting 
the companies and filling key exec¬ 
utive positions.

In London, International Airlines 
Group fell 4.8 percent to 385 pence 
despite the group revealing that it 
had significantly reduced its losses 
in the first quarter thanks to cost 
cutting at Spanish carrier Iberia a nd 
improved performance by British 
Ai rways, 

Asian stock markets closed mixed 
on Friday after weak Chinese infla¬ 
tion data raised concerns about the 
risk of falling prices in the world’s 
second-largest economy but also 
opened the door to possib.e stimulus 
measures from Beijing, traders said. 

But India’s stock market surged to 
a new high on hopes that election 
results next week will usher in a sta¬ 
ble government capable of pushing 
reforms and reviving the flagging 
economy, The Bombay Stock Ex¬ 
changed benchmark index rose 5.15 
percent to hit 23.048,49 points, be¬ 
fore trimming some of trie gains to 
close at 22,994,23 points.

Acc ord i n g t o G tibkows kv 1 s 
testimony, Ecclestone, in 
2004, proposed during a tele¬ 
phone conversation to give 
Gribkowsky the money “to 
abandon the legal process''. 

Gribkowsky: on his first 
day of evidence, told the 


court that he informed his 
bosses and police about the 
offer, despite there never 
being an investigation 
into this latest allegation ot 
bribery. 

He also claimed that lie was 
offered a second bribe off80 
million in Singapore, which 
appeared to take the court by 
su rprise.

While Tuft was on a high, there was a disaster 
for home favourite Dan Martin. 

The Irishman, a stage winner in last year's 
Tour de F ranee, crashed heavily when his wheel 
appeared to slide on a wet manhole cover, bring¬ 
ing d ow n foil r of his G arm in-Sharp res m-m at es, 
it was Martin's second cruel disappointment in a 
month, after a crash oh the final corner ot Liege- 
15 astogh e-Liege in late Apri. ended his chances 
ofd efelidiiig the title. 

His tall in Belfast saw him taken to hospita. 
wi th a suspected broken collar-bone, ending his 
Giro just fifteen minutes after tt started. 

Orica’s win continued their good record in this 
discipline after their close victory in the team 
time trial at last years Tou r de France. 

Their win in Belfast was a lot more comfortable 
and convincing. But the Australian squad was 


blessed with some good fortune. 


They were the second team to start from the 
Belfast Wat erfront as a strong wind swirled and 
dark c lou d s th reatened rai n. 

The rain began to fall halt way through their 
ride and became heavier as the 20 remaining 
teams headed out on a course that looped out of 
the city to Stormont Castle before returning to 
th e waterfront. 


The poor weather, which didn't deter crowds 
described by Tuft as "truly impressive, the entire 
course was lined four or five deep,"' meant that 
some o f the favourites' teams were cautious and 
lost 1 1 me, 1 nc 1 ud 1 ttg those ot two of the pre-race 
favourites, Nairo Quintana ot Colombia and 
joaquim Rodriguez of Spain, whose Mo vi star and 
Katusha teams lost 55 seconds and one minute 33 
seconds respectively. 

Tuft acknowledged the difficult conditions: 
“The wind was never coming from one area, tt 
was always blustery so it made for quite a difficult 
time as a nine-man group on narrow corners. 

You can 
never overlap wheels. As we saw with Gar min, 
you have one mistake and you reallv payd 1 

The rain eased for the final tew teams, includ¬ 
ing BMC, with Australia's 2011 Tour de France 
winner Cade! Evans. 

They rode strongly to finish third just seven 
seconds slower than Orica.

Parsons takes over Clippers 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Richard Parsons, the for¬ 
mer chairman of media giant Time Warner and 
Citigroup, was named Friday as the interim chief 
executive ot the Los Angeles Clippers following 
a racism firestorm. 

Th e move by the NBA came in the wa ke ot the 
life ban imposed upon Clippers owner Donald 
Sterling tor racist remarks revealed two weeks 
ago by celebrity watchdog website TMZ. 

:i l believe the hiring of Dick Parsons will bring 
extraordinary leadership and immediate stabil¬ 
ity to the Clippers organization,” NBA commis¬ 
sioner Ad am Silver said. 

Sterling, who told his girl triend he did not want 
her to bring black people to Clippers games or 
post photos ot herself with black people on social 
media, was banned for life by Silver, who has 
started the process ot having other club owners 


remove Sterling as ow ner of the Clippers. 

Clipp ers president Andy Roeser, who has been 
with the NBA club since 1984, had been guiding 
day-to-day activities of the club since the scandal 
erupted. 

But Roeser upset some with a press release 
supporting Sterling in the first hours after the 
controversy began. On Tuesday, Roeser took an 
indefinite leave of absence, setting the stage tor 
the league-appointed caretaker to handle opera¬ 
tions for the team indefinitely. 

In a recording released Friday by RadarOnline 
that is purported ly of Sterling, the 80-year-old 
real estate tycoon says he only made the racial 
comments to his 31-vear-old assistant. V. Stjviano, 
because he was trying to seduce her into having 
sex with him.
